the daily weather maps ibsued by the 
WeaLhiT Bureau of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

c..si is telegraphed. On this map the 
salient leatuios of curiuut weather 
^..nditions thruout the country are 
.eprescnted by lines and symbols. The

a brie: explanation of the mam feat- 
ures presented by the maps. Maps 
and bulletins containing the data are 
issued from about 108 of the larger 
stations. 


The station at Madison is prepared 


to bend we.ither maps to the country 
btoies, banks, creameries and cheese 
factories in all parts of the state. 
All such places that desire to keep 
the weather maps posted each day for 
the benefit of their patrons may se- 
cure the service free of charge by 
writing to E R. Miller, U. S. Weather 
Bureau, Madison. 


"The .symbols on the maps are easy 


to learn ," Mr. Millar states, "and 
the geneiv.l movements of the weath- 
er may be followed easily by com- 
paring the maps issued on successive 
days. Explanations of weather maps 
and a special bulletin of the Weather 
Bureau, No. 467, on forecasting wea- 
ther, may be obtained by writing to 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture.

The biggest electric locomotives in 


iho world an1 being deliveied tM.3 
"pek in batches to Uu D.'ncago, Mtl- 
^ aukce & St Paul Rail\\n/ System. 


They 1'orm tlic advance guard o[ 


Mty mige elccttic engines to bo used 
by the road in operating '(0 miles of 
its transcontinental line between Har- 
'.owton, Mont., 4,163 feet above sea 
level, and Avery, Idaho, elevation 
2,494 feet. They will also climb the 
Rocky Mountain summit, 6.300 feoL 
and the Belt Mountain bummit, 5.700 
feet. 


When these giant engines go into 


operation as they will do some time 
iu November, hauling heavy freight 
and passenger trains through the pre- 
cipitous ranges of Montana and Ida- 
project ever conceived will have safe- 
ho, the most ambitious electrification 
ly parsed its most difficult stages. 


These 'locomotives are designed to 


do the work being done at present 
and rather too expensively by huge 
Mallet steam engines, two of which 
are used to pull heavy freight trains 
up the grades of the Belt and Bitter 
Root ranges. 
They are expected to 


effect and enormus economy in oper- 
ation. 


The new locomotives are of great 


interest because they are the first 
to be constructed for railroad service 
with direct current motors designed 
to cairy as high a potential as 3.000 
volts. They weigh 2GO tons each and 
have a continuous capacity greater 
than that of any steam or electric 
locomotive hitherto built. 


One of these machines can "snake" 


a train weighing 2,500 tons up a one 
percent grade with its 3,'HO horse- 
power and make light work of the 
job. 
Two of them can do the same 


on a two per cent grade. 


These monsters are 112 feet 8 in- 


ches long. There is nothing about 
them to suggest the steam locomotive 
which they will ultimately displace 
in both freight and passenger service 
if the faith of the designers is sus- 
tained. Looking at first glance more 
like a mail car than anything else, 
the St. Paul's new type engine oper- 
ates as mysteriously to the average 
observer as did the first automobiles 
In the eyes of those used to horse- 
drawn vehicles. 


The design Is such as to save track 


wear and tear by minimizing the vor- 
tical and horizontal blows of the 
drive wheels through use of a separ- 
ate motor, twin geared to each of 
the eight pair of drivers. 
The dri- 


vers are spaced at ten foot intervals, 
The drive wheels are 52 inches in 
diameter. 


They are equalized In pairs on each 


side so that each of the four driving 
wheel tiucks on each side is indep- 
endent. The cab extends for nearly 
the full length of the locomotive. 
Two men constitute the crew, tho 
only one Is required to operate the 
mechanism. The other is there for 
emergency and to learn his trade. 


Here are some of the most striking 


advantages of the electric locomo- 
tive:— 


It operates with the highest effl- 


cency in the coolest weather when 
steam locomotives often freeze up. 


It returns by "regeneration" a lar- 


ge part of the power used in running 
up hill during the corresponding run 
down hill. 


It requires inspection on'ly once In 


every 2,000 miles of travel, whereas 
the steam locomotive must be over- 
hauled at the end of each division. 


It uses no coal, requires no water 


and has no ashes to dump. 


It carries no tender and has no 


boiler and will run indefinitely at a 
uniform speed. 


It reduces roundhouse tinkering to 


the minimum and handles uniform 
tonage irrespective of weather. 


It does away with fuel trains and 


clears the tracks for traffic that pays 
dividends. 


The best steam locomotive has to 


be overhauled after running 100 or 
125 miles, whereas the Immunity of 
the electric engine from this necessity 
—a heavy advantage In operating 
efficiency. 


A steam locomotive waiting at a 


division point comsumes eighty per 
cent of the fuel it used in actual ser- 
vice, whereas the electric locomotive 
when idle consumes no power. 
The 


freeing of the track from fuel trains 
is an element of the highest impor- 
tance, 
especially 
in 
mountainous 


Country where double tracking is 
often impossible. 


The direct current electric locomo- 


tive, in fact, bids fair to revolution- 
ize railway transportation methods, 
because, while the "juice" to be used 
in the open stretch of electrification 
on the St. Paul 'road Is to be furnish- 
ed by Montana water power compan- 
ies, the road owns enormous coal re- 
sources on its own lands and It ap- 
pears even now a demonstrable fact 
that coal can be converted into elec- 
trical power and fed to locomotives 
of the new type more economically 
than It can be used direct in the pro- 
duction of steam power. 


The plan of operation Includes the 


general use of a locomotive at eaah 
end of a train on'up grades approx- 
imately thirty-five miles long over the 
electrified section of the road. 
On 


down grades only the head engine 
will do the regenerative braking— 
that is regenerating power on Its re- 
verse and returning it to the wires 
to be used in pulling the following 
train. 


These 'locomotives are geared for 


passenger service to Tiaul trains of 
800 tons at sixty miles an hour. The 
stretch of road to be used by the new 
engines, covering three 
mountain 


ranges where there are long distance 
grades of from one and one half to 
two percent, will be doubled ia ca- 
pacity by their own us3. according to 
the engineers." 


The railway company expects to 


achieve the same results as though it 
had double tracked Its line over the 
mountain divisions. 
It Is "believed 


that the road will get back the cost 
of the electrification, about $15,000,- 
000 In five years, or at the rate of 
20 per cent per annum,

Cornelius Johnson, the Indian who 


was brought to this city and placed 
in the Knervlew hospital about n 
week previous on account of being 
struck on lit" head by a b.iso ball 
bat In the hnnds of a companion, died 
Saturday noon-fiom his in juries. 


The fracas, that caused the death 


of Johnson ocouiod at the Whittle- 
.sey marsh the 
previous Saturday 


night, and the one who did the club- 
bing was James Roach, anotl^lr In- 
dian. 


The story told of the affair is to 


the effect that several of the Indiana 
had been to town that evening and 
bought a. quantity of liquor, when 
they got back to the Whlttlesey 
marsh there was 
11 row 
between 


Hoach and Johnson over a bottle 
of 
whiskey 
that 
one 
of 
them 


had and that had been drunk by the 
flllow who did not own it. This row 
was quieted down, however, and later 
in the night Roach got up and struck 
Johnbon over the head several times 
with a baseball bat. 
According to 


the 'estimony of some of tho wltnes- 
vs the second attack by Roach was 
without provocation other than tho 
enmity that had been engendered by 
the first fight. 


The Injured Indian was brought 


to this city soon alter being Injured 
and Roach was placed iu jail to await 
tho outconiij of the man's injuries, 
as It was feared from the first that 
he would not recover. 


An inquest was held on the re- 


mains of Johnson on Saturday after- 
noon and It was found that ho had 
died fiom the Injuries to his head. 


After thj death of Johnson, Hoach 


was appribcd of the fact, aud after 
tiomc talk ho consented to plead 
guilty to the charge of murder iu tho 
third degiee, which hs did on Tues- 
day, 
and was sentenced to serve seven 


years In the state prison. 


Johnson, the man who was killed, 


was a man about 22 years of ag.a 
while Roach Is a man of CO or there- 
abouts. 


WINTER TO H1C COLDEST 


SINCK THIS CIVIL WAIl 


Prof. A. L. Snyder of Graflln, Ga., 


famous weather prognostieator, pre- 
dicts the coming winter will be tho 
coldest since the Civil war. It will be 
a "humdinger," he says, lor there 
w'll be many heavy snow storms In 
various parts of Ihe country, followed 
by cold waves that will turn to severe 
blizzaids that will reach from coast 
to coast. 


On3 cold wave will sweep the coun- 


try the latter part of December and 
It will be to cold that many will 
think that Peary has left open all 
doors to the north pole. Christmas 
day there will be a sweeping cold 
wave that will rsach far into the 
south. December will be cold, wet, 
and stormy. 


The professor advises all to pre- 


pare for a long, hard, cold winter. 
"I am hitting the bud's eye right 
along now," said the famous Geor- 
gian, as ha made a casual survey of 
tho local skies. 


Twelve Million Problems 


There are said to ho In-these Unit- 


ed States 12,000,000 foreigners who 
are neither citizens nor would-be- 
citizens, since they have not declar- 
ed their Intentions to take out natur- 
alization papers. 


According to the Dumba disclo- 


sures and the laws of who knows 
these people are still under the laws 
of the country from which, they caine. 
They can be tried and even put to 
death for things they do in this coun- 
try supposed to be against the Inter- 
ests of their home government. 


If this be so, they may be com- 


manded to do things, as well as call- 
ed upon to stop doing things. They 
might have laws over there under 
which they cou'ld be called to active 
service o£ almost any sort in this 
country, 


The German laws ,and probably 


those of some other countries—Japan 
for instance—permit their nationals 
in this country to even go so far aa 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
United States, and still remain citi- 
zens of the foreign government to 
Wiiich they renounce all allegiance 
with uplifted hand. 


This is the strongest argument 


against our immigration policy which 
has yet come to the surface of things. 
We used to thing that foreigners 
come here because they tied from 
things they disliked to things they 
'loved. 
This is no longer BO. The 


great employers of cheap labor have 
herded men to this country like 
slaves, and have inflicted upon us a 
new and great problem—to speak 
within bounds. 12,000,000 separate 
and distinct problems.—State Jour- 
nal.

All such places that desire to Keep 
the weather maps posted each day for 
thf bonoiit of their patrons may se- 
cure the service free of charge by 
writing to K. H. Miller, U. S. Weather 
Bureau, Madison.

the- world are being deliverad

week in batches lo tho Chicago, Mil- 
vaukco &. Si. Paul Railway System. 


The}- rorm (lie advance guard of 


fifty Huge electric engini?K to he ost-d 
by the road in operating ^ i O miles of 
iis tr-nscontinental line between H;ir- 
'owton, Mont., 4,103 feet above sea 
level, and A very, Idaho, elevation 
2.1D4 feet. They will also climb the 
It'oclcy Mountain summit, 6.300 feet 
and the Belt Mountain summit, 5.700 
feet. 


When these giant engines go Into 


operation aa they will do some time 
in November, hauling heavy freight 
and passenger trains through the pre- 
cipitous ranges of Montana and Ida- 
project ever conceived will have safe- 
ho, the most ambitious electrification 
ly 'passed its most difficult stages. 


These 'locomotives are designed to 


do the work being done at present 
and rather too expensively by huge 
Mallet steam engines, two of which 
are used to pull heavy freight trains 
up the grades of the Belt and Bitter 
Root ranges. They are expected to 
effect and enormus economy in oper- 
ation. 
The new locomotives are of great 


interest because they are the first 
to be constructed for railroad service 
with direct current motors designed 
to carry as high a potential as 3.000 
volts. They weigh 200 tons each and 
have a continuous capacity greater 
than that of any steam or electric 
locomotive hitherto built. 


One of these machines can "snake" 


a. train weighing 2,500 tons up a. one 
percent grade with its 3,440 horse- 
power and make light work of the 
job. 
Two of. them can do the same 


on a two per cent grade. 
These monsters are 112 feet S in- 


ches long. There is nothing about 
thein to suggest the steam locomotive 
which they wi'il ultimately displace 
in both freight and passenger service 
if the faith of the designers is sus- 
tained. Looking at first glance more 
like a mail car than anything else, 
the St. Paul's new type engine oper- 
ates as mysteriously to the average 
observer as did the first automobiles 
in the eyes of those used to horse- 
drawn vehicles. 
The design Is such as to save track 
wear and tear by minimizing the ver- 
tical and horizontal blows of the 
drive wheels through use of a separ- 
ate motor, twin geared to each of 
the eight pair of drivers. The dri- 
vers are spaced at ten foot intervals. 
The drive wheels are 52 Inches In 
diameter. 
They are equalized in pairs on each 


side so that each of the four driving 
wheel trucks on each side is indep- 
endent. 
The cab extends for nearly 


the full length of the locomotive. 
Two men constitute the crew, tho 
only one is required to operate the 
mechanism. 
The other is there for 


emergency and to learn his trade. 


Here are some of the most striking 


advantages of the electric locomo- 
tive:— 
It operates with the highest effl- 


cency in the coolest weather when 
steam locomotives often freeze up. 
It returns by "regeneration" a lar- 
ge part of the power used in running 
up hill during the corresponding run 
down hill. 
It requires inspection on'ly once in 


every 2,000 miles of travel, whereas 
the steam locomotive must be over- 
hauled at the end of each division. 
It uses no coal, requires no water 


and has no ashes to dump. 
It carries no tender and has no 


boiler and will run indefinitely at a 
uniform speed. 
It reduces roundhouse tinkering to 
the minimum and handles uniform 
tonage irrespective of weather. 
It does away with fuel trains and 


clears the tracks for traffic that pays 
dividends. 
The best steam locomotive has to 


be overhauled after running 100 or 
126 miles, whereas the immunity of 
the e'ioctric engine from thla necessity 
—a heavy advantage in operating 
efficiency. 
A steam locomotive waiting at a 


division point comsumes eighty per 
cent of tbe fuel it used in actual ser- 
vice, whereas the electric locomotive 
when idle consumes no power. 
The 
freeing of the track from fuel trains 
is an element of the highest impor- 
tance, 
especially 
in 
mountainous 


country where double tracking is 
often impossible. 
The direct current electric locomo- 


tive, in fact, bids fair to revolution- 
ize railway transportation methods, 
because, while the "juice" to be used 
in the open stretch of electrification 
on the St. Paul road is to be furnish- 
ed by Montana water power compan- 
ies, the road owns enormous coal re- 
sources on its own lands and it ap- 
pears even now a demonstrable fact 
that coal can be converted into elec- 
trical power and fed to locomotives 
of the new type more economically 
than it can be used direct in the pro- 
duction of steam power. 
The plan of operation includes the 


general use of a locomotive at each 
end of a train on up grades approx- 
imately thirty-five miles long over the 
electrified section of the road. 
On 


down grades only the head engine 
will do the regenerative braking— 
that Is regenerating power on its re- 
verse and returning it to the wires 
to be used In pulling the following 
train. 
These 'locomotives are geared for 


passenger service to haul trains of 
800 tons at sixty miles an hour. The 
stretch of road to be used by the new 
engines, covering three mountain 
ranges where there are long distance 
grades of from one and one half to 
two percent, will be doubled in. ca- 
pacity by their own us 3. according to 
the engineers."

There are said to be in-these Unit- 


ed States 12,000,000 foreigners who 
are neither citizens nor would-ba- 
cltizens. since they have not declar- 
ed their Intentions to take out natur- 
alization papers.

these people are still under the laws 
of the country from which they came. 
They can be tried and even put to 
death for things they do in this coun- 
try supposed to be against the Inter- 
ests of their home government.

United States, and still remain citi- 
zens of the foreign government to 
Wiiich they renounce all allegiance 
with uplifted hand.

against our immigration policy which 
has yet come to the surface of things. 
We used to thing that foreigners 
come here because they fled from 
things they disliked to things they

This Is no longer BO. Tho 
great employers of cheap labor havo 
herded men to this country like 
slaves, and have inflicted upon us a. 
new and great problem—to spealc 
within bounds. 12,000,000 separate 
and distinct problems.—State Jour- 
nal.

T is upon the seaboard guns that the 
security of the nation will depend 
should an enemy succeed In crippling 
our far-Hung line, the navy, and drive 
our dreadnaughts to the cover of the 
harbors and the protection of tho 
heavy rifles and mortars of the ainiy 
The question Is, can these seaboard 
batteries hold a foe at bay? 


On our continental shores we have 


a total of 25 coast defense commands, and 21 of 
these are located upon the Atlantic littoral. But 
even though there are fewer stations on tho Pa- 
cific coast, still those are very formidable. With- 
out considering weapons of eight-inch caliber 
and under, we already have mounted a total 
upon our two shores of 372 12-inch mortars, 105 
12-Inch rifles, and 132 10-Inch heavy guns. 
The 


strength of the personnel of the coast artillery, 
according to the latest figures, is 75S officers and

The average layman has, but the slightest 
nowledge o[ the extremely technical character 
f the Coast Artillery corps, and to be proficient 
lese soldiers receive a many-sided education, 
heirs is the task of getting the advantage of the 
nemy before the foe can locate the position of 
ur guns and mortars, and the whole system of 
efense is the exact opposite of the way in 
hich a hostile squadron would approach Its ag- 
ressive task. 
From the very beginning of the planning of our 
xisting seaboard batteries the Idea of conceal- 
lent was the first concern. The mortars were 
eslgned to be hidden away In pits—each of 
lem holding four of these weapons. The heavy 
lies were not to be in plain sight, with their 
tireatenmg muzzles peering over the crests ot 
arapets. Instead, the disappearing carriage was 
vented for a mount. These gave the rifles the 
ower to crouch while loading or awaiting serv- 
e, and then, when the moment for action ar- 


rived, to spring up suddenly from behind their 
embrasures, to flre directly at the foe, and by 
the force of their own recoil to sink from view 
and into position for reloading. 


How is it possible for weapons of this sort to 


be aimed at their targets? It is commonly known 
that in naval service the guns are held upon 
their quarry by means of electrically operated 
mechanisms that swing and elevate the rifles 
BO that the cross hairs of the telescopic Bights 
can be kept right on a moving target even though 
the sea be rough and the vessel roll. The gun 
pointers are undisturbed by this motion, and at 
12,000 yards and more are able to do some won- 
derful shooting. But the gun pointers and train- 
ers in the mortar pits and the emplacements of 
the big rifles do not, themselves, see the enemy. 
Yet despite this seeming handicap still they are 
able to do some extraordinarily effective work. 


The army gun pointers near New York, with 


10-inch disappearing rifles, have been able to flre 
four shots in a total elapsed time of less than 
one minute, and these were concentrated upon a 
target four miles away being towed at the rate 
of something over five miles,, an hour. All four 
shots struck tho target and actually 
passed 


through a rectangle 24 feet high by 53 feet long. 
At 4,600 yards the same caliber guns at Fortress 
Monroe scored six hits out of six shots at a mov- 
ing target. The total elapsed time of the flrlng 
was slightly over two minutes, the batteries scor- 
ing 1.4 hits per gun per minute. 


The science of surveying 
has made these 


achievements possible, even though, as has been 
said, the guns and mortars must be trained and 
elevated by men who cannot see their targets. 
It is a well-known theorem in plane geometry 
that the length ot the two sides of a triangle may 
be found if the length ot the base and the degree 
of the two angles formed'by the sides in question 
with this base are known. In the case "of the 


coast artillery problem the distant ship of the 
foe is at the remote tip of the Imaginary triangle, 
and the known base is the span between two ob- 
serving or range-finding stations 
This interval 


may be a mile or more and, within some limits, 
the longer the better for accuracy. 


Many have seen from afar at our coast defense 


stations what seemed to be big bird boxes 
mounted upon towering tubular supports or web- 
work of steel. There are always two of them, 
and officially they are known as the primary and 
secondary range stations. 
In each of them, in 


time ot service, there are at least two men. One 
turns 
by means of a delicately 
graduated 


mechanism a powerful telescope from" right to 
left, jind his function Is to keep the moving tar- 
get continually at the point of Intersection of 
two cross hairs in the field of his Instrument. 
His companion reads off at prescribed Intervals 
the angle made by the telescope with the per- 
manent base and the far-away foe. 


The same thing Is being done at the other 


range station at the opposite end of the base. A 
time bell rings at each of these stations every 
20 seconds, and at the third stroke the man read- 
ing the angular scale telephones that measure- 
ment to the plotting room located where the 
enemy cannot see it and itself in telephonic 
communication with each gun or mortar division. 


In the plotting room a group of men make use 


of the information coming to them intermittently 
from the range-finding towers and by a graphic 
process determine with great nicety the distance 
off of the steaming foe. The plotting table or 
board where the Information from the observers 
is applied is a big semicircular affair—the curved 
edge being graduated to fractions o£ a degree, 
while the straight edge or diameter represents 
on a definite scale the length of the base line 
between the two spotter towers. 
At each end 


of this base line is a pivoted ruler. One is called 
the primary and the other the secondary—corre- 
sponding to the range-finding station with which 
its operator is in touch by-telephone, ftere is 
what follows: 


The soldiers at the primary and secondary 


pivoted rulers or arms bring the free ends to- 
ward one another in accordance with the sepa- 
rate angles telephoned to them. 
A third man 


operates another ruler called the gun arm which 
measures the distance or range of the axis of 
this triangle. At the word of command from the 
range officer the observers at the two telescopes 
bring these powerful instruments 
to bear in 


unison upon a chosen part of the remote ship 
At t* order "Take," the scale readers telephone 
the figures to the operators at the plotting board 
In a few seconds the man in charge there has 
placed on a large sheet of paper a dot at the 
point where the two straight edges meet and 
has marked this pencilled point No. 1. 


Again, 20 seconds later, another dot is made 


where the shifting straight edges meet, and this 
is numbered 2. Similarly positions are thus re- 
corded for No, 3 and No. 4, and if the distance 
between these dots is uniform the plotters know . 
that the target Is moving at a steady speed and 
the path dots gives a visible trace of the direc-

At definite 
Intervals the instructions are sent by telephone 
from the plotting room to each battery or mortar 
pit, and lest these vocal directions bo misunder- 
stood tho figures and orders are visibly repro- 
duced. 
For this work the telautograph Is em- 


ployed, and thus words and numbers In writing 
check the telephone colls. 


As has been said, there aro four mortars In 


each pit, and as a general thing there nro four 
of these pits at each defense station. 
In other 


words, a'salvo of 1C high explosive shells can 
bo launched by indirect (Ire at a foe. 
If but 


two. of these hit the enemy she would either bo 
destroyed or gravely damaged, because nono o"f 
her decks would be able to withstand such an 
asflault. In practice the performances ot such a 
battery have been splendid. As a matter q( rec-

one mortar company has fired as many ns

In case of hostilities, because we are minus a 
vitally necessary reserve. 


The average layman has. but the 
slightest 


knowledge of the extremely technical character 
of the Coast Artillery corps, and to be proflcient 
these soldiers receive a many-sided education. 
Theirs is the task of getting the advantage of the 
enemy before the foe can locate the position of 
our guns and mortars, and the whole system of 
defense is the exact opposite of the way in 
which a hostile squadron would approach Its ag- 
gressive task. 


From the very beginning of the planning of our 


existing seaboard batteries the idea of conceal- 
ment was the first concern. 
The mortars were 


designed to be hidden away in pits—each of 
them holding four of these weapons. 
The heavy 


rifles were not to be in plain sight, with their 
threatening muzzles peering over the crests of 
parapets. Instead, the disappearing carriage was 
Invented for a mount. These gave the rifles the 
power to crouch while loading or awaiting serv- 
ice, and then, when the moment for action ar- 
rived, to spring up suddenly from behind their 
embrasures, to fire directly at the foe, and by 
the force of their own recoil to sink from view 
and into position for reloading. 


How is it possible for weapons of this sort to 


be aimed at their targets? It is commonly known 
that In naval service the guns are held upon 
their quarry by means of electrically operated 
mechanisms that swing and elevate the rifles 
so that the cross hairs of the telescopic sights 
can be kept right on a moving target even though 
the sea be rough and the vessel roll. The gun 
pointers are undisturbed by this motion, and at 
12,000 yards and more are able to do some won- 
derful shooting. 
But the gun pointers and train- 


ers in the mortar pits and the emplacements of 
the big rifles do not, themselves, see the enemy. 
Yet despite this seeming handicap still they are 
able to do some extraordinarily effective work. 


The army gun pointers near New York, with 


10-inch disappearing rifles, have been able to flre 
four shots in a total elapsed time of less than 
one minute, and these were concentrated upon a 
target four miles away being towed at the rate 
of something over five miles,.an hour. 
All four 


shots struck the target and actually passed 
through a rectangle 24 feet high by 53 feet long. 
At 4,600 yards the same caliber guns at Fortress 
Monroe scored six hits out of six shots at a mov- 
ing target. The total elapsed time of the firing 
was slightly over two minutes, the batteries scor- 
ing 1.4 hits per gun per minute. 


The science of surveying has made these 


achievements possible, even though, as has been 
said, the guns and mortars must be trained and 
elevated by men who cannot see their targets. 
It is a well-known theorem In plane geometry 
that the length of the two sides of a triangle may 
be found If the length of the base and the degree 
of the two angles formed 'by the sides in question 
with this base are known. In the case'of the 


coast artillery problem tin- distant ship of the 
foe is at the remote tip of the imaginary trianfile. 
and the known base is the span between two ob- 
serving or range-finding stations. This Interval 
may be a mile or more and, within some limits, 
the longer the better for accuracy. 


Many have seen from afar at our coast defense 


stations what seemed to 
bo big

mounted upon towering tubular supports or web- 
work of steel. There are always two of them, 
and officially they are known as the primary, and 
secondary range stations. 
In each of them, in

mechanism a powerful telescope from right to 
left, and his function is to keep the moving tar- 
get cBhtlnDally at the point of Intersection of 
two cross hairs in the field of his instrument. 
His companion reads off at prescribed Intervals 
the angle made by the telescope with the per- 
manent base and the far-away foe. 


The same thing Is being done at the other 


range station at the opposite end of the base. A 
time bell rings at each of these stations every 
20 seconds, and at the third stroke the man read- 
ing the angular scale telephones that measure- 
ment to the plotting room located where the 
enemy cannot see It and itself In telephonic 
communication with each gun or mortar division. 


In the plotting room a group of men make use 


of the information coming to them intermittently 
from the range-finding towers and by a graphic 
process determine with great nicety the distance 
oft of the steaming foe. 
The plotting table or 


board where the information from the observers 
Is applied is a big semicircular affair—the curved 
edge being graduated to fractions of a degree, 
while the straight edge or diameter represents 
on a definite scale the length of the base line 
between the two spotter towers. 
At each end 


of this base line is a pivoted ruler. One is called 
the primary and the other the secondary—corre- 
sponding to the range-finding station with which 
its operator is In touch by—telephone. 
Here is 


what follows: 


The soldiers at the primary and secondary 


pivoted rulers or arms bring the free ends to- 
ward one another In accordance with the sepa- 
rate angles telephoned to them. 
A third man 


operates another ruler called the gun arm, which 
measures the distance or range of the axis of 
this triangle. At the word of command from the 
range officer the observers at the two telescopes 
bring these powerful 
instruments 
to bear in 


unison upon a chosen part of the remote ship. 
At this order "Take," the scale readers telephone 
the figures to the operators at the plotting board. 
In a few seconds the man in charge there has 
placed on a large sheet of paper a dot at the 
point where the two straight edges meet and 
has marked this pencilled point No. 1. 


Again, 20 seconds later, another dot Is made 


where the shifting straight edges meet, and this 
is numbered 2. Similarly positions are thus re- 
corded for No. 3 and No. 4, and if the distance 
between these dots is uniform the plotters know 
that the target Is moving at a steady speed and 
the path dots gives a visible trace of the dlrec-

Significant Food Statistics. 


A statement recently Issued by the 


Provincial Horticultnrist of British 
Columbia gives some significant sta- 
tistics concerning the production and 
importation of food products In that 
province. The figures show that in 
1914 there wera produced In the prov- 
tne* food supplies to the value;, of $30,- 


000.000. while during the same period 
Imports consisting of produce which 
might have been raised In the prov- 
ince were valued at 125,200,000. Twen- 
ty millions were imported from out- 
side of Canada and $5,000,000 worth 
from other parts of the dominion. The 
live stock importations for 1914 to- 
taled $5,800,000, and dairy products 
$4,500,000. Of these 40 per cent came 
from outside of Canada and 60 per 
cent from other provinces.

The late Lord Salisbury once did 


me the honor to allude to me as the 
cleverest minister In Europe.

It Is an axiom that a British represen- 
tative must have a flawless record, 
and a ucoro of years as an attache at 
nearly every European capital in turn 
did not save me.

I accepted the mifesion. 
And that 


was how I found myself in Vienna, the 
gossip capital of Europe. 
1 had not 


been there for a number of years. 1 
felt sure, however, that the key to 
tho situation lay here, where every- 
body comes, sooner or later, and ev- 
erything that is being done in other 
capitals comes to a correct focus. 


I meant to steep myself in the po- 


litical atmosphere, to get a grasp up- 
on those contemporary events which 
are never recorded in tho newspappts, 
Detore be?innnm my investigations 1 j 
ktiew how much turns upon the rela- 
tions between a king and his consort, 
a crown prince and his father; an am- 
bassador's Indiscretion, u dignitary's 
religious conversation, or a club wait- 
er's memory of a conversation o\er 
tho port.

venience. 


Chicago is the greatest potato mar- 


ket, according to the bulletins, and in- 
ists upon the potatoes being shipped 
n hulk so that they can be graded 
there before Backing for the city trade. 


Machinery is gradually being intro- 


duced for the grading and handling 
of potatoes which greatly aids in the 
ivork of taking care of the crop.

COXCERSIXG STOCK EPIDEMIC 


Gov Phillpp has issued a procla- 


mation prescribing new regulations 
respecting transportation 
of live- 


stock so aa to prevent the reintro- 
ductlon of the foot and mouth disease 
Into Wisconsin: 


Whereas, It has been ascertained 


that foot and mouth disease again 
exists, particularly in the state of Il- 
linois, and that there Is danger of 
furthed Infection and spread of the 
disease fiom the transportation of 
livestock and from the use of serums 
which are manufactured la the btato 
for the prevention of hog chloera, 


1 It It heiby ordered thdt all cat- 


tle, sheep or swine shipped Into the 
state of Wisconsin for any other pur- 
pose than Immediate slaughtei from 
any state or territory shall be con- 
signed only In cars that have been 
disinfected since previously used for 
the transportation of stock 


2 
Ail horses shipped into the 


state of Wisconsin shall be loaded 
only in cars which have been disin- 
fected since last being used for the 
shipment of livestock 


3 
Any cattle, sheep or swine to 


be transported wholly within the 
state of Wisconsin for any other pur- 
pose than Immediate slaughter shall 
be transported only In cars which 
have been cleaned and disinfected 
since previously used for the trans- 
portation of stock. 


4. 
Horses from any closed area 


Intended for shipment into the state 
of Wisconsin must have their feet 
Kills, manes and their halter, blan- 
kets and other paraphernalia accom- 
panying same disinfected and this 
must be ceilined to by state or Feder- 
al authorities 


5 
No cattle, sheep or other ruml- 


nauts or swine shall be shipped In- 
to the state of Wisconsin except from 
Federal "free area," unless stock Is 
consigned to slaughtering plants un- 
der Federal sunervislon and Inspec-
